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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 1 1 Is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 3, the words 
"the" and "a" are both used before device. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7, line 2, it appears that the word "of should be "on." 

In claim 16, line 1, the phrase "it is used" would be used to claim a method step. 
However, claim 16 is an apparatus claim. It appears Applicant intended to claim the 
intended use of the device, which would be bistter accomplished with a preamble such 
as, "A device according to Claim 1 , for inspection. . . ." The claim has been interpreted 
as, in fact, claiming the intended use, but applicant must make appropriate confections 
to eliminate indefiniteness. 
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Claim R j ctions - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-8, 10, and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
antidpated by Grossan (US 4,206,756). 

Grossan teaches all the claimed subject matter including discharge channels 
(32/35) separated by a septum from Inlets (31/34). 

Claims 1-3, 6-13, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Apolet et al (EP 0 502 485). 

Apolet teaches all the claimed subject matter including that the inlet and outlet 
are of the same cross-sectional area (col. 2, line 51 ).
